UNION LABEL 
LEAGUE NOTES

Unionism is on the up-grade. 
There is a glimmer of hope! 

Some time ago your columnist 
promised to expose the non-union 
Christmas card racket. I thought 
that after the holidays, after I had 
a chance to sort my Christmas 
cards, I would have something sen- 
sational to disclose. But my expose 
turned out to be a floperoo. 


We received quite a stack of 
Christmas cards. And we are grate- 
ful that so many remembered us. 
But out of the whole stack there 
were seven that bore the union 
label. This is very encouraging, be- 
cause it is a better average than 
we noted last year. 


Yeah, seven union cards out of a 
stack of 60 or 70 is quite an aver- 
age! 

But here’s the rub: We received 
13 Christmas cards from union 
printers—and six of them had the 
label! Well, even that is an im- 
provement over last year. 

It seems incredible that union 
printers would deliberately buy 
non-union printed material. That 
seems almost like depriving your- 
self of a livelihood. 

Do you think we have a right to 
expect other people to buy the 
goods we produce when we our- 
selves refuse to use the goods made 
by our own craft? 

The other day we entered a small 
business place to purchase some 
union-made articles. The proprietor, 
& union member, had much to say 
of the union men and women in his 
neighborhood avoiding his union 
shop to patronize some non-union 
establishment in order to save a 
|few pennies. He waxed positively 
;eloquent, not to say vociferous, 
jabout the union card-holders who, 


|for the sake of a few pennies, 
|passed up a union brother and 
thereby jeopardized his decent 


standard of earnings. 

We listened attentively and 
agreed with him that there was 
room for more loyalty among union 
members. When we were ready to 


leave we offered to suggest to oth- 
ers that they patronize this union 
shop in their neighborhood. He was 
pleased as punch and handed us a 
handful of business cards to give 
out. Yes, you guessed it. No union 
label. 

Evidently our union friend had 
also discovered that you can save 
a few pennies on non-union busi- 
ness cards. 

It should be apparent to all union 
men and women that when we fail 
to show solidarity and co-operation 
in the purchasing of goods made 
under fair conditions, we dissipate 
much of our potential strength. 
And we will require all the strength 
we can muster during the next few 
years to retain the gains we have 
made and to make more secure our 
position in the industrial world. 

Another one for the book: The 
other day our telephone jingled 
here at the label league. A voiee 
said: “Where can I buy a union- 
made 50-cent cigar?” We admit we 
were stumped. 

Well, where can you buy a union- 
made 50-cent cigar? And who’s buy- 
ling 50-cent cigars these days?

Are Awarded Pay Increase 
Totaling Seven Million Dollars 


Wage rate increases 
more than $7,000,000 for some 70,000 
railroad track workers, red caps, 
dining car waiters, office and other 
employes will become effective 
March 1, 1941, Colonel Philip B. 
Fleming, administrator of the wage 
and hour division, U. S. department 
of labor, announced. 

The wage increase was ordered 
in approving a recommendation by 
the railroad carrier industry com- 
mittee, appointed under the federal 
fair labor standards act. After an 
extensive investigation of wages 
paid by American railroads, the 
committee under the chairmanship 
of Frank P. Graham, president of 
the University of North Carolina, 
recommended establishment of a 
minimum wage of 36 cents an hour 
for employes of trunk line railroads 
and 33 cents for short lines. 

“About 65,000 of the one mil- 
lion or more persons employed 
by the trunk line railroads and 
the Pullman company, the Rail- 
way Express agency, car loan 
companies and terminal com- 
panies will receive a wage in- 
crease under the 36 cent min- 
imum,” Colonel Fleming said. 
“Some 5,000 of the 21,000 em- 
ployes of the short lines will be 
affected by the 33 cent mini- 
mum rate. As carloadings are 
rising, the number of workers 
who will receive wage increases 
on March 1 is probably larger 
than these figures which are 
on the basis of studies made in 
1939. 

“This is the third largest wage 
increase to be ordered under the 
wage and hour law. The largest 
was in the apparel industry where 
a schedule of minimum wage rates 
from 32% cents up to 40 cents an 
hour increased the rate of almost 
200,000 workers. The second was

Census Bureau 
Estimates Based on

Restaurant Workers Get | 
$60,600 in Back Wages 


The necessity of effective inspec- 
tion work by state labor bureaus to 
see that labor laws are obeyed is 
revealed in the report submitted to 
Frieda S. Miller, industrial commis- 
sioner of New York state, by Kate 
Papert, acting director of the divi- 
sion of women in industry and min- 
imum wage of the department of 
labor, that more than $60,600 has 


been refunded to 5,400 women 
working in restaurants in New 
York state since the minimum 


wage order went into effect in that 
industry six months ago. This 
amount represents under-payments 
made to workers under the law. 

“The compliance of restaurants 
under the minimum wage order is 
excellent,” said Miss Miller. The 
fact that the employers who were 
found paying less than the legal 
minimum rates made _ restitution 
immediately is proof of their will- 
ingness to live up to the letter and 
| spirit of the law. 

“A large proportion of the under- 
payments were due to lack of un- 
| derstanding of the terms of the or- 
der. The first six months must nec- 
essarily be a period of adjustment.

The department of labor again 
knocked into smithereens propa- 
ganda that strikes are hindering 
the national defense program, 

Publishing figures proving con- 
clusively that strikes have been 
running month by month fully fifty 
per cent less in number than last 
year, the department emphasized 
that only one-third as many man- 
days have been lost. 

In addition, it was explained that 
most of the strikes were in non- 
defense industries, or in plants hav- 
ing only an infinitesimal relation- 
ship to the defense program. 

Moreover, labor department offi- 
cials declared that in the past six 
months strikes have not only been 
far less than in 1939, but consider- 
ably below the war year of 1917.

WOLL APPEALS TO LABOR TO 
JOIN NATIONAL COMMITTEE 
TO AID BRITISH WORKERS 


Sir Walter Citrine of British Labor 
Congress Approves Organization 


Matthew Woll, vice president of the A. F. of L. and president 
of the League for Human Rights, Freedom and Democracy ap- 
pealed to the presidents of more than 100 national and interna- 
tional unions affiliated with the American Federation of Labor 
to join the national committee of the American labor committee 
to aid British labor, a division 
of the league, in a letter re- 
leased today. 


The new committee, which 


has the approval of Sir Walter 
Citrine, general secretary of the 
British trades union congress, was 
formed following Citrine’s eloquent 
appeal at the recent convention of 
the A. F. of L. at New Orleans, and 
his subsequent address at a meet- 
ing of the League for Human 
Rights, Freedom and Democracy, 
in New York. 


In his letter, Mr. Woll declared 
that Citrine’s message at New Or- 
leans and subsequently in New 
York “struck a deep chord in the 
hearts of all of us, and aroused our 
determination to do everything pos- 
sible to bring the day of restored 
freedom closer. 


“We of organized labor have 
two important functions to per- 
form,” Mr. Woll continued, 
“one, to make of this country 
an ‘arsenal of democracy’, as 
the president put it; two, to 
rally America’s workers to give 
every possible aid to the British 
workers who, together with the 
rest of the civilian population, 
are suffering greater atrocities 
and tragedies than any civilian 
population has suffered be- 
fore.” 

In addition to Mr. Citrine’s ap- 


ee of the American labor com- 
mittee to aid British labor, Mr. 
Woll released a cabled message 
from Ernest Bevin, British minis- 
ter of labor, which stated “The 
British workers thank you and 
their American comrades for prom- 
ise of support.” 


Stressing the urgency of the 
needs of the British workers dur-
